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What’s The Matter With 
Marriage

But I must reiterate strongly, mar­ 
riage is a mutual benefit society, and 
she cannot expect any of these plea­ 
sant things of good manners and ten 
derness and consideration and adihir 
at ion, unless she ^alls them forth by 
her own charms ann conduct. They 
are not the automatic following of 
the marriage servi 3, unaffected by 
one or the other person’s attitude. 
Though when a man is a real gen­ 
tleman in spirit, he is never dis­ 
courteous to wome:-, no matter the 
provocatian he receives, because he 
has realized that to use courtesy is 
due to himself, if a, wife is attract­ 
ive, delectable, loving and tactful, 
she has the right to expect devotion 
from her husband—but if she dis­ 
illusions 
his 
senses—freezes 
him 
with coldness—and bores him with 
selfishness and nagging—she 
has 
not the slighest right to demand 
anything of him but public respect 
while she remains his wife. 
Mar­ 
riage is a bargain in which both 
are expected to fulfill their obli­ 
gations, not only one, and the other 
act as he or she pleases. 
There must be thousands of cases 
in both England and America,, wrhen 
the tiny, little mind of the wife 
hampers the husband’s career, and 
his best efforts. Nagging him when 
he returns home from his work tired 
and only needing sympathy and rec­ 
reation-imposing her narrow views 
upon him. demanding attention and 
sacrifice to her vanity, when she 
gives no adequate return. The hus­ 
bands wrho are so 
brilliant 
and 
amusing when they go into society 
alone, but w*ho become suppressed 
nonentities wrhen accompanied 
by 
madame! 
The husbands who have 
had brain enough to emerge from a 
lesser cPss Into a greater, and are 
then dragged back by hopelessly 
mediocre wives! 
All these things 
are 
tragedies 
which—if the wife’s education had 
been attended to—would never have 
happened. 
After all most women 
would agree that they really desire 
their husband’s success. 
Then the 
sensible thing in that case is to 
analyze what will secure it, and 
what will curtail it, and then stamp 
out in themselves those qualities 
which must militate against the end 
in view. 
Then numbers of women destroy 
all possibility of happiness by their 
physical coldness—their failure to 
understand the passionate nature of 
man, and Its necessities and desires. 
In manv cases this is the man’s 
fault, because he has been such an 
uncouth and selfish 
lover, 
never 
showing tenderness in 
words or 
caressing attentions. 
The coldest 
woman might probably respond to 
some man who knew how to treat 
her differently. But there are quan­ 
tities of cases in England and Amer­ 
ica w'here the women’s natures are 
really cold and negative, and they 
seem incapable of giving any 
re­ 
sponse to passion. 
Men ara never 
faithful to these women for long. 
They may if they are religious—• 
be faithful in the body but their 
desires are always wandering, and 
their natures become stunted and 
warped. 
No happiness dwells in 
that home, it is at best a makeshift, 
continuing smoothly in appearance, 
because of the bowing to tradition 
and good taste In the man, and fear 
of scandal. 
But the cold wife is a 
curse really, because she throws the 
man into temptation and it is upon 
her head the misery which 
then 
often enters the 
home. 
Do 
not 
marry if you are going to be as cold 


as ice—just lace the fact first that 
the man has asked you to marry 
him because he is in love with you 
(if it is a love match, and not for 
some mutual worldly consideration) 
and he expects you to give him all 
that possession implies, if you ac­ 
cept lum; and if you are cold and 
unresponsive, you are being an ut­ 
ter failure and disappointment, and 
that if he had gnown you were go­ 
ing to be like that, he would not 
have asked you to marry him at 
all. 
Study physiology and psycho­ 
logy and you will discover just -what 
your inability to respond to ybur 
mate is doing, and then you will 
not be unreasonable, or a dog in 
the manger. I think the law ought 
to make it a cause for divorce if 
either is an utterly cold and unre­ 
sponsive partner. 
It is pretty aw­ 
ful to have to live always together 
in any case, but w'hen love is ab­ 
sent, and one or the other is frozen 
and unsatisfied, marriage is a hell. 
On the other hand, numbers of 
men are selfish briftes, and only 
think of what they desire themsel­ 
ves, not at all of being so charming 
and tender that the women, whether 
cold or passionate of nature, only 
desire to do whatever pleases them 
When a man has what I call “It” 
(all my readers know what that is! 
Since I have drummed it Into their 
heads for years—that quality of fas­ 
cination which is composed of mag­ 
netic personality and appeals to the 
whole ^ x , not individuals only)— 
and he makes love to even the cold­ 
est woman, she desires to learn 
warmth. 
She is as anxious to de­ 
light him, and content him, as her 
most passionate sister.

colonels or full generals.” 
Unity of action between Great Brit­ 
ain and the United States was urged 
by Lloyd George in his speech. 
"I am for the League of Nations,” 
he said. “But until you get the Unit­ 
ed States and all the great nations of 
Europe as well as the small, the 
league will be be crippled anc’ cannot 
serve its full purpose. 
“America and Great Britain must 
work together.” 
“I will support any party and any 
government that pursues a policy of 
peace, economy and steady progress, 
neither revolutionary or reactionary 
and does it efficently,” former Prime 
Minister Lloyd George told the coali­ 
tion liberal members. 
In another part of his speech he 
made the declaration: 
“Great Britain must pay America 
all her debts.” 
At another point he said: 
“The country’s interest is the thing 
that m atters at the beginning, at the 
enf and all the time. 
The peril is 
not over. 
Alone 
the 
conservative 
party cannot defend the great inter­ 
ests which are our common concern. 
“The 
conservatives 
may win the 
next victory'. 
I doubt that, but, sup­ 
posing they do, that is not the end of 
the war between the two great con­ 
flicting ideals of the organization of 
society. 
Our business is to see that 
this blunder shall not do harm to our 
country.” 
On the question of German repara­ 
tions he said: 
“ We should not attem pt to impose 
upon Germany any payment which is 
beyond her capacity. W hat is within 
her capacity she ought to pay.” 
He expressed 
himself 
with some 
definiteness as regards the question 
of Russia. 
“I am strongly In favor 
of the renewal of a pact with Rus­ 
sia.” he declared. 
Dealing with 
Great 
Britain’s for­ 
eign relations in general, he said: 
“it is said Great Britain is not go­ 
ing to extend 
her 
responsibilities. 
But you must not be afraid of your 
responsibilities. 
The I obey of Great 
Britain must be peace-loving, but un­ 
afraid. 
If I stand alone, I will resist 
any departure from it.” 
“I will never 
let 
Great 
Britain 
down. 
I will not stand by or for auy 
man who 
does. 
W hatever 
govern­ 
ment is in power we must not offer 
it any 
factious 
opposition. 
There 
must be no nagging criticism; there 
must be fair play. 
“We are told that the new govern­ 
ment is a government of tranquility. 
In w hat 
respect 
does 
a policy of 
tranquility differ from ours? If tran ­ 
quility means any change from the 
existing conditions of things, then it 
is bad. 
* We have made peace in Europe, 
we have 
made 
peace 
in the Near 
East. 
W hat does 
the 
new 
policy 
mean? 
It’s no use using w'ords un­ 
less they mean something. 
“I am all for cooperation with the 
allies, but Great Britain has her own 
responsibilities. 
She has 
her 
own 
mission in the world and she must 
stand by it.” 
In dealing with home affairs, Lloyd 
George declared the first purpose of 
any government in its policy at home 
must be to do everything to improve 
trade. 
“Stern economy is essential,” he 
added, “and I ask that the new chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer shall pursue 
the policy of the old. 
McKenna says 
things are worse. 
I know Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna and quite frankly, he w'as the 
man most responsible for the liberal 
division in 191*1.” 
“Mr. McKenna 
was 
always 
de­ 
nouncing me because from profound 
convictions I thought it essential 
there should be a change in the di­ 
rection of war. 
“ You must have industrial coopera­ 
tion in this country,” he said, “in con­ 
tinuing to deal with home questions. 
Capital and labor must work togeth- 
_ tt 
er. 
“I also should like to see a policy 
which would encourage more people 
to devote their energy to the cultiva­ 
tion of the soil. 
“Although I ani against artificial 
stim ulants to trade, there Is perfectly 
legitimate help you can give in order 
to give it a IB tie lift. 
We have the 


experiment of the trade facilities act, 
it being a great success.” 
Speaking of the break up of the 
coalition forces by the vote of the 
conservatives a* the Carlton club last 
week, he declared there bad been no 
difference of policy or principle with­ 
in the government with the breakup.

25.—Considerable 
interest has been aroused by Vis­ 
count Grey’s allusion in his address 
at Bradford last night, to France hav­ 
ing been ”let down” by lier allies 
since the world war. 
Viscount Grey 
was British foreign secretary at the 
outbreak of the war, retiring upon 
the formation of the Lloyd George 
ministry in 1916. 
“Before we criticise France’s ac­ 
tions,” he said, “let us realize the 
facts. 
W hen peace was concluded, 
France had 
two 
agreements, 
one
